* At noon we stopped at what be told 
me had been an bistoric abbey. It was 
now a hospital completely officered by 
Scotchwomen. They were orderiies 
and even stretcher bearers. It was a 
very distinguished hospital, as the ad- 
ministratrix was General French's sis- 
ter. 

These wonderful women were nurs- 
ing not thelr own men, but the French 
wounded. They were kind and gra- 
cious, insisting on giving us hot junch- 
eon, although thelr Own meal was an 
hour away. In return we were happy 
to leave them a few hospital supplies, 
which they sorely needed. 

From there on we began to be told 
that we probably could not get through, 
as the Germans were advancing on the 
Tun. Along the railways we saw troop. 
trains golng to the front, the soldiers 
singing, and ambulance trains crowded 
with wounded coming back, generally 
bound for Calais. Other trains carried 
{n cattle cars women, wrinkled beat 
old men and babies. : 

An hour later we made a slight de. 
tour to take dispatches to the etat ma- 
Jor of the retreating army of the 
French. Even he felt It doubtful that 
we could get throughto—-. st 

Soon we saw taubes above us, ‘but 
they were following the-army and were 
soon lost to view. . 

» Speeding along a straight .white-road, 
we éuddenly' came upon a LUttle group 
of soldiers evidently signaling us. Ser- 
eral of them came limping hastily in 
our direction. .I jumped down and'ran 
to meet them, 5 

They were w French, trying 
to make thelr way to the nearest col-" 
lecting station. With them, however, 
was’ an English ‘subaltern. whose 
strength had given out, and they were 
not able to carry him, They had found 
bim among the debris of a ruined bel- 
fry. He had been on observation duty 
and bad posted himself there only a 
few hundred yards away from the 
Germans. For an hour be had regular- 
ly telepboned bis orders. Then he told 
bis men that he heard the Germans 
coming up tbe stairs and not to believe 
anything else they heard. A moment 
latee he bad been struck down and left 


for dead. When we arrived he was 
begging them to go and leave him, say- 
ing France needed all the men she 
had—one life, even, was too precious 
to risk for him. Of course they had 
not dreamed of doling so, but, oh, how 
glad they were to see us! We hastily: 
ran over to where he was lying under 
a demolished haystack, He was not 
seriously wounded provided be bad im- 
mediate attention, and his face light- 
ed with joy when he found we could 
take them all.” We laid him on top of* 
the boxes, making him as comfortable 
as possible with rugs. The poor fel- 
tows were all so exhausted from hun- 
ser and fatigue that after giving them 
biscults and wine they slept, even in. 
the cramped positions in which they 
were forced to sit. Thirty kilometers 
away we gave them over to an Eng- 
lish hospital and hurried on. 

/~It was growing late. We had lost 
some time, and Lieutenant F. began 
to drive furlously. At the turns I 
sometimes felt a little anxious. Read- 
ing my expression, be said, “I didn't 
Itke to tell you for fear you might be 
nervous, but we must reach W. by 5 
this evening or we cannot cross the 
river, as at that bour they are going 
to dynamite the bridge.

They were all taken down at about 
the same time, which was from four- 
teen to sixteen days after Easter. So 
the Inference as to the source of in- 
fection is obvious.

Mr. Eudo Saunders, solicitor to 
the board, said last night that Coor- 
fan Dad been sent to Cannington as a 
detective. He had gone into some 
place and had drank there. ‘“‘That is 
what he was there for,” said Mr. 
Saunders. “He could not obtain evi- 
dence unless he entered these places

Was the Liquor Drugged 

When asked {f there was any sus- 
picion about the detective being giv- 
en Hquor that contained drugs, Mr. 
Saunders said he would not go as far 
asto say that ‘until further informa- 
tion is secured. Ho did say that the 
detective in question had been with 
the board for some time, and that 
he had been engaged on work for 
Mr. J. A. Ayearst of the « License 
Board before belng taken on the staff 
of the Board. 

Mr. Saunders intimated that he 
could not reflect against the Magis- 
ratte’s decision, because a conviction 
had been regiatered. The matter will 
be taken up by the License Commis- 
sfoners in due course. 


Cannington Excited. 


The case excited a great dea) of at- 
tention and comment in Cannington, 
which {s under local option. “The 
fact that a representative of the 
hoard should himself be found gullty 
of an offence under the liquor Hcense 
act is much to be regretted,” sald a 
leading article in the Cannington 
Gleaner. 

Not satisfied with the report from 
Cannington the Ontarlo License board 
have started a private enguiry into 
the conduct of their detective, Alex. 
Coorlan, in connection with the 
charge that he became intoxicated 
while there. Coorlan and Officer Sar- 
vis, of the department, both appeared 
before the board and the detective 
gave his version of the affair. While 
the members of the Board refused to 
say any thing regarding the case, it 
is‘understood that they have de 
cided to appeal the conviction against 
Coorian and may also institute pro- 
ceedings. for perjury against some 
of the witnesses who testified. 

It seems that Coorlan went to 
Cannington with an assistant. He 
took the town constable into his con- 
fidence and the understanding was 
that when the arrests took place. 
Coorian was also to be gathered in 
to make the thing look more genuine. 
Coorian entered the club room with 
cne of the men he was after, but his 
partner could not get in. The detec- 
tive, being constantly under the eye 
ofthe man-he was trying to catch, 
was forced to drink some of the 
Nquor, but managed to throw most 
of the drinks away. 

After having a few drinks Coorian 
feigned drunkenness. Prepared to 
lay ‘his information and prosecute 
the plggers,, Coorlan was surprised 
to find that an information had been 
laid against him for drunkenness 
by the contsable who was to help him 
and’ he belleves that his acting. 
was 80 g0od as to have caused this.

Gieut. Lempriere’s Descent Twenty- 
Five Years Ago, 


Mr. Harry Wilding, of Birming- 
ham, an old journalist, sends ns the 
following interesting contribution: 

In looking through my Tit-Bits re- 
cently I observed the account of a 
Sreat parachute descent of 10,000 ft. 
by Lieutenant-Colonel E. M.  Mait- 
land, and claiming it as a record per- 
formance. This distance, however, 
was exceeded a quarter of a century 
since by Lieutenant Lempriere, who 
for s0 many years took a leading part 
in the balloon operations in. this 
country, 

It fell to my lot, as an old journal- 
ist, to interview him on one occa- 
sion, and I have a distinct recollec- 
tion that he claimed the record by a 
two miles descent} I have now look- 
ed up my old notes on the point and 
find they read thus: 2 

“I was engaged by the Lancaster 
Athletic Association to make a Dara- 


‘|chute descent from their sports 


ground (the celebrated Giant Axe 
Field) on the oceasion of their an- 
nual gala. For some reason which 1 
cannot now recollect I inflated a 
Jarger balloon than I usually use for 
a single descent and I did not quite 
fill it, : 

“When I left the field a very thin 
Sround-current wafted me just over 
the adjacent church, where I became 
poised for some time, and then as I 
mounted higher I traveled very slow- 
ly over the town and then the Tiver, 
and nelther the chimneys of the 
former nor the extensive mudbanks 
of the latter were sufficiently tempt- 
ing as alighting spots. There was a 
.very powerful sunshine on the bal- 
loon, whieh still further expanded 
the gas and accelerated my upward 
impetus. 

“The balloons generally used for 

purposes have no valves, so, al- 
though [ had no intention of making 
anything but an ordinary exhibition, 
I was quite helpless in the matter 
and had to stick to the balloon unti! 
-1 saw a suitable landing-place. The 
last time I looked at my anerold St 
had become useless, as it had only a 
10,000 compass. I was even then 
still ascending, and, in addition to 
this, I had to discharge—before { 
could leave—a bag of sand which I 
had taken up on my lap. This, of 
course, gave me another jump, so 
that I must have been well over the 
two miles when I left the balloon. 

“It was a cloudless sky, and the 
‘balloon could be seen the whole of 
the time from the field, although 
only those with extraordinary sight 
or possessed of glasses could actual- 
ly seé me part company with the 
balloon. One gentleman, who was so 
fornished, told me upon my return 
that he had watched me through the 
entire descent, which he tired as 
taking 11% minutes. This quite 
agreed with my estimated altitude, 
as I arranged my parachutes to bring 
me down at approximately 1,000 ft. 
Der minute, and I therefore claim 
this as the longest authenticated 
parachute descent in this or any 
country.”

True, our trousers are of khaki corduroy 
and must have a narrow red band down 
the outer seam—this against an effort to 
escape. Trying to escape, 1 might add, 
isn't exactly popular as a nfzans of diver- 
sion, as @ good many fellows have tried 
It and paid for the attempt with their 
lives, We are never allowed on the battle- 
Menta, and even if one attempts to peep 
over “a great big Hun with a great big 
gun” brings his rifle instantly to his 
shoulder with an unmistakable expreasion 
of business in his eye. The whole place ix 
surrounded by a moat, and In place of 
water there exists the unpicturesque barb- 
ed wire! entangiement, ‘and we es 
stantly reminded that a high power live 
wire: runs through the whole of it.

CANADIANS ATTACKED BY FOE ABOUT HOOGE. 


LONDON, June 7.—The following report has been issued by 
Sir Douglas Haig: , 

“There was very heavy fighting during the afternoon (Tues- 
day) east of Ypres. Shortly after midday theenemy commenced 
a heavy bombardment of our position about Hooge and also some 
distance north, and at the same time bombarded to the south 
of Hooge and in the neighbrhood of the Ypres-Comines railway 
and the Ypres-Comines Canal. Late in the afternoon the enemy 
exploded a series of mines at various points on a -2000-yard 
front north of Hooge. This was followed by unsuccessful infan- 
try attacks between Hooge and the Ypres-Comines Canal.

PARIS, June 6.—Several attempts 
made by the Germans Saturday night 
and Sunday morning to turn the 
French positions at Fort Vaux, on 
the Verdun front, from the south- 
east, were unsuccessful, the War Of- 
fice announced Sunday = afternoon. 
The night attacks resulted in their 
gaining a foothold in the French 
trenches in the ravine between Dam. 
loap and Fort Vaux, but they were 
immediately ‘riven out by a counter- 
attack. The assault Sunday morn- 
ing was cheeked by the French cur- 
tain of fire, 

The Germans reported the shelling 
of the fortified village of Damloup, 
on the eastern slope of the Vaux 
heights, with the capture of ten off- 
cers, 520 men, and several machine 
Guns, The Berlin statement asserted 
lalso that French efforts to, penetrate 

trenches south-west of Vaux. failed 
with severe losses to the attacking 
forces,

by Trawlers, Which Were Form- 

| erly Used ‘as Mine Sweepers— 

“ Arabs Kill the Wounded Soldiers 

Who Fall Into Their Hands— 
Scout Must Not Be Seen. 


ERSONAL accounts— which 
are therefore more or less 
graphic—are_ beginning to 
filter into Australia from the 
Senussi country into Egypt, 

where, under. General Wallace, Com- 
monwéalth and other British troops 
are engaged {fm a guerrilla campaign 
in waterless deserts against Arabs 
who have been armed by Germans. 
How large General Wallace's army is 


4s not known in’ Australia, but the 
character of the fighting it is doing 
is indicated’ by’ the letters referred 
to above. 

Lance-Corporal Clifford Brown 
says in a letter to his father at In- 
verell, under date of Dec, 14: 

“We are fighting the Arab and 
Dervish tribes on the western fron- 
tler of Egypt armed with swords, and 
the first time we charge we will have 

; the honor of being in the first cavalry 
charge by Australians. (The Aus- 
tralian cavalrymen: who went to the 
Gallipoli Peninsula, it will be remem- 
bered, were obliged to go ‘as infan- 
trymen, it being too rough a country 
for the employment of mounted 
troops.) We are picked men, and 
hope to give a good account of our- 
selves, The Arabs are great. scouts, 
dressed like the sands, and their 
horses are wonderfully trained. I am 
taken off despatch riding, and have 
done well scouting. It is terribly 
risky work. 

“A scout has to see and not be 
seen, and ‘with these Arabs out here 
you have to be mighty careful, be- 
cause perhaps a regiment or squad- 
ron is depending on your work, My 
horse, as well as several others, has 
been trained to Me down, and it’s a 
great help, but all Australian horses 
have a bad fault for this game—that 
is, they whinny at the sound or smell 
of horses, and, of course, that isa 
‘put-away,’ But to get over that we 
tle a strip tightly around their noses, 
If you are ‘put away’ or seen it's a 
ease of go for your life, but never in 
the direction of the main body. You 
have to play the game of bluff and 
slip away in another direction. Scout- 
ing is wonderfully interesting ang 
exciting, but the strain js terrible. 

“I wish you could organize some 
fund to send us scouts’ field glasses, 
(This fund had been started in Syd- 
ney and other citfes in the Common- 
wealth before young Brown wrote, 
and many racing enthusiasts had 
contributed field glasses in answer to 
&® general appeal.) They would be 
4 great help against such an enemy.

nobody clainms, or, in many cases, is 
‘at all likely to ask for. 

At the Bank of England there are 
efghty fat volumes bristling with fig- 
ures, amounting In the aggregate to 
millions of pounds, all of which re- 
present dividends for which the own- 

| ors are not forthcoming, 

Many of ther have died without 
leaving a record of the stock hold- 
ings; others have left the country 
and cannot be traced, and in other 
cases the dividends have been over- 
looked or forgotten altogether. 

When, a good many years ago, Mr. 
Goschen introduced his converston 
scheme it was found that the un- 
claimed consols almost reached the 
stupendous total of £8,000,000—In- 
cluding forty holdings exceeding 
£10,000 each, and one fortune of 
£187,598—for not a penny of which 
a claimant-could be found. And

Angther “buried treasure” 1s in 
the custody of the Court of Chancery 
awaiting those who have a title to it. 
Fabulous tales are told of these dor- 
mant Chanvery funds, and the hun- 
dred or more millions they are sup- 
posed to represent. As a matter of 
sober fact they barely exceed £1,- 
600,000, and are made up of some 
3,000 sums, not one in twenty of 
which is within nodding distance of 
£1,000. 


Indian Cane Falla Off. 

The original home of the sugar 
cane, India, Mr. Mathieson, a director 
of the Manufacturing Confectioners’ 
Association, remarks, has allowed 
this cultivation to degenerate to 
such an extent that “from about 2,- 
300,000 acres only the same number. 
of tons of sugar, and that very .in- 
feripr, is produced. In Hawal! as 
much as twelve tons of sugar we 
been made from the growth of an 
acre of cane, and the average may be 
put at four or five tons. In Java 
from three to four tons of sugar may 
be reckoned as the prodiction of an 
acré of cane in average years. Even 
if the present miserable output were 
but doubled, and that should be easy 
if any real attention were given to 
the subject, India, instead of being 
4n importer of sugar, as she is now, 
ould be able to fill her own needs 
ind fully supply Great Britain be- 
Ades. The climate is shitable, labor 
& cheap and on the spot, and even 
the bags for packing are largely pro- 
duced in India. All the elements of 
econoniical production are there,” 
saya Mr. Mathieson, “and it only 
lacks statesmanship to set things in

It has been my Pleasure to read a 
most interesting and instructive. book, 
recently published in England by 
William’ Heinnemann, and written by 
Sidney Whitman. It is entitled ‘‘The 
War on German Trade.” 

The writer shows the reasons why 
German trade has so tremendously 
developed in the last two decades, 
and how and why it has developed at 
the expense of British trade. To be- 
gin with, the British company laws 

rmit German firms to enter the 

nited Kingdom and operate under 
British names, using clerks as nomin- 
al shareholders and directors, while 
really the control of the stock is in 
the hands of Germans. Another move 
{fg to send over goods marked as © re- 
quired by the! British law, “Made in 
Germany,” and after they arrive, the 
marks are readily removed and re- 
placed, and the «goods are sold as 
British goods. Then, again, German 
firms frequently do practically all 
their manufacturing in Germany, and 
send the goods over to be assembled 
in Britain, when they are. labelled, 
“Made in Britain,” although they are 
really 95 per cent. German made. 

One of the for their being 
able to get such control in Great 
Britain has been the freedom with 
which German banking houses. will 
advance money in order to ° obtain 
control. of industries, whereas: the 
British banking system, which {s 
much lke our ) Canadian system, is 
vory slow at lending money to develop 
industries, Organization has always 
been a great feature of German de- 
velopment, and there has been in Ger- 


the gasoline supply to Great Britain, 
also owns the German-American Oil 
Company, and through that rompany 
isubscribed £100,000 to the German 
War Loan. 

Many of the German firms which 
have been operating in England have 
changed thelr, names to English 
names, but are still operating with the 
same directors, inzhe same location, 
using even the same phone numbers, 
but claiming now to be British con- 
cerns. One interesting feature is that 
of Knorr’s Soup Cubes. The soup 
cubes are now being sold as McDon- 
ald’s soup squares, ‘“‘dirk’’ brand, 
and the manufacturer advises that 
the Knorr display cases may be used 
for displaying their goods, and that 
they will supply labels to cover up the 
word Knarr on the display cases and 
will supply McDonald labels to put on 
the cubes. The Germans are evident- 
ly working, and workiny well, to re- 
tain the control of British trade to 
which they had attained before the 
war. . 

The adaptability of the German 
in mercantile ines hasbeen’ a great 
help to the German trade, and * the 
fact that British trade does not really 
adapt itself has been as much against 
the trade of the United Kingdom: The 
writer states that what we need Is a 
greater willingness of British con- 
cerns to meet: the needs of all trade, 
including the home trade, a’ ‘greater 
willingness to learn and ‘trade in the 
language of the purchaser, and ‘a 
greater assisstance by the banking

mow, and the best unions in the world. The }e- 
zal profession, for example, is a union which is 
at once the despair and envy of every union or- 
ganizer.” He points out the parallel between 
Jabor unions and “professional unions,” as fol- 
lows: 

The typical modern union {nsists that any 
Person desiring to enter the trade (or profes- 
sion) shall first serve an apprenticeship. or take

trade (or profession), by means of a working

world. Their elevators have greater 
capacity than those of Chicago with 
an aggregate of storage for 48,000,- 
000 bushels. Of the numerous ele- 
vators located here by far the largest 


is the Canadian Northern with a to-|. 


tal storage capacity of 9,500,000 
bushels. We were piloted through 
this immense plant and came away 
with .an enlarged idea of what our 
western prairies really mean in the 
Production of an empire's foodstuffs, 
At present the’ cars sre unloaded 
when received by a power device re- 
quiring a man to operate. But a 
New scheme {is about to be adopted] 
by which a giant machine will Hft 
up a loaded car open the door and 
shake out the®contents all in a min- 
ute or so. 

The, wheat {s thoroughly cleaned, 
graded and sent to the great storage 
tanks. Afterwards it.is loaded on 
the steel freighters of which there is 
a@ continuous procession going and 
coming. The capacity of these grain- 
carrying boats {s enormous. Some 
of the largest carry 700,000 bushels 
or 700 carloads in a single cargo. 
One with carrying capacity for half 
a million bushels is very ordinary. 
Huge as they are it is possible to 
load up one of these boats with a 
full cargo in two hours’ time at the 
C.N.R. elevator. z.

SENATOR DERBYSHIRE IS CALLED BY DEATH. 


BROCKVILLE, Ont., June 18.—A third stroke of paralysis, 
two having occurred within the past two weeks, caused the death 
of Hon. Daniel Derbyshire, one of the best known members of 
the Canadian Senate. The end came tonight in the Brockville 
General Hospital. 

For almost half a century Senator Derbyshire was a leading 
light in the political and commercial affairs of Brockville and 
Leeds County. He attained much prominence by his connection 
with the dairy industry, holding a life membership in the Eastern 
Ontario Dairymen’s Association, of which he was one of the 
founders, and for more than two decades its honored president. 

He commenced his political career in his native Tow nship 
of Bastard and Burgess, serving as councillor and reeve, the lat- 
ter office bringing him to the counties council. Coming to Brock- 
ville in 1879, he soon became a candidate for civic honors, and re- 
tired after being three times mayor of the town. 

* As the Liberal standard-bearer for this riditig in the general 
election of 1904, he defeated John Culbert, ex-M.P. Three anda 
half years later he redigned to make a seat for Hon. G. P. Graham 
when the latter left the Ontario. Legislature to be Minister of 
Railways and Canals in the Laurier Government.

UNITED STATES AWAITS REPLY FROM MEXICO. 


WASHINGTON, June 21.—The issue of war or peace with 
Mexico hung in the balance last night awaiting General Car- 
ranza’s decision as to the course he will pursue. Officials here 
believe that 48 hours might bring a clear understanding of what 
the immediate future has in store. 
- A note signed by Secretary of State Lansing, conveying 
President Wilson’s rejection of the demand for withdrawal of 
American soldiers from Mexico, accompanied by & specific warn- 
ing that an attack on thetroops “will lead to the gravest conse- 
ac-| quences” was telegraphed to Mexico City by Eliseo Arredondo, 
Mexican ambassador-designate. In plain terms it-accuses Gen- 
eral Carranza of having brought matters to the verge of war by 
open hostility toward the United States and failure to safeguard 
even the lives of Americans in Mexico or on the border from-the 
lawless elements among the countrymen. ~ 

In sternest terms the note repudiates and resents ‘imputa- 
tions of bad faith and ulterior motives brought against the 
Washington Government in the Mexican communication, to 
which it is a reply.

dustry in Scotland had become 

| largely dependent on supplies of fish 
landed by Gorman trawlers’ at the 
port of Aberdeen, where it was salted 
and dried and) then sent ‘to various 
parts ofthe ‘world, especially © to 
South Ameriea, to Italy, and to Spain 
and Portugal. 

The industry, which also included- 
the smoking, of large quantities | of 
this fish, was a valuable one to Scot- 
land, amounting in 1913, In Aber- 
deen alone, to $4,726,000. The Ssh 
used for curing purposes came from 
Iceland, and, to a smaller extent, 
from the White sea. 

The German trawlers specialized 
{n the Icelandic fishing and hitherto 

| have had more. successful results 
than the Scottish vessels. The form- 
er vessels were larger and finely 
| eautpped, and the crews bad a thor- 
ough knowlecge of these fishing 
grounds, and while’ the local 
trawlers worked at Iceland only for 
about four months in spring, the Ger- 
man boats were occupied all the year 
round. 

The value of the fish landed by the

As the wo- 
men-come into the arena, it will be 
found that the liquor interests will 
never again be strongly entrenched 
in Canada or the United States. Sci- 
ence has come to our relief, showing 
the antagonism of-alcohol to the in- 
tellectual, moral and physical. A 
man gets a better equivalent of labor 
value out of anything than out of 
liquor. We have learned that’ Hquor 
has not an economic value. The wheat 
in $400,000,000 worth of bread if 
manufactured into liquor would sell 
for two billions of dollars. So we see 
the wisdom in destroying the liquor 
traffic, 

Law One Thing, Enforcement An- 
J other. 

The placing of a law on our statute 
book is one thing but the enforcement 
of it is another. His only regret was 
that our Federal Government had not 
given’ the provincesprotection. If 
this had been done, then the provin- 
ces would be able to demonstrate. to 
the satisfaction of all the entire bene- 
fits of their contention: Saskatchewan 
did not want even Government own- 
ership or contro) of liquor.

, - ordinary piggery. The absence of 
“odor is partly due to the excellent 
system of ventilation, and partly due 
to the conveniences for cleaning, but 
mainly to the faithful work of «Mr. 
Bremner. 

The piggery-is of two wings, with a 
Jong tank extending the full fength be- 
tween them. The passages between 
the pens all have a slight slope to 
wards this tank and the manure, 
mainly in liquid form (no bedding ts 
allowed) {s swept into the long tank 
once a day. the tank itself -being 
emptied once a week.

Saturday’s reports showed that the French regained a 
good deal of the ground lost west of Fleury. : 

Meanwhile the British artillery has poured a rain of shells 
into the Germans along the whole front occupied. by the force: 
under Sir Douglas Haig, particularly about Neuville St.’ Vaast; 
south of Vailly and to the north of the Ypres-Menin road. The 
bombardments have become mutual in many places, and the 
Germans have brought into play their. trench mortars in the re- 
gion of Hamel and the Thiepual Wood. 

Regarding the Verdun ‘situation, military ‘observers here 
point out that although the establishment of the Germans in a 
part of the village of Fleury is disappointing, an optimistic view 
may be taken of the future.

At the time family names began to 
be used the shops of the merchants 
were not numbered as they are now, 
but were known by their signs, 
which were suspended at the front 
doors and bore pictures of all sorts 
of animals, vegetables, birds, flowers, 
fishes, and insects. It was customary 
to speak of an innkeeper, then, as 
John of the Bear, or 
Swan, and as may be-readily under- 
stood, these names were soon con- 
verted into Bear, Hogg, Hart, Bull, 
Fox, Wolf, Colt, Hare, Beaver, Lyon, 
Swan, Peacock, Heron, Dove, Part-

Most city people are more or jess familiar 
with the use of asbestos as wrapping for steam 
and hot-air pipes, but few. are aware that. this 
fire‘and heat resisting material is now utilized, 
in the form of yarn, for manufacturing cloth for 
various purposes. According to a technical pa- 
per reproduced in the Textile World Journal, as- 
bestos is the only mineral substance that is suf- 
ficently. fibrous to be spun into yarn and woven 
into cloth. It is said that the greatest number 
of cloths are made from‘a two-ply yarn having a 
smal) percentage of cotton to give strength. 
These yarns are sometimes spun very fine, the 
finer ones being used in the weaving of. insula- 
tion tapes, from one-sixteenth to fifteen-thon- 
sandths of an inch in thickness. Yarns of asbes- 
tos having strands of wire twisted in them are 
made into cloth for automobile brake-bands. For 
this purpose cloths are woven to any desired 
width and thickness and are treated with a non- 
inflammable solution, to enable them to resist 
friction. In fact, asbestos cloth ig coming into 
use for various purposes, from gloves for fire- 
men ‘to theatre curtains,and from boiler pack- 
ing to shingles. © Until recent years the use of 
asbestos was restricted to a few industries. With 
its weaving into yarn it becomes an invaluable 
fireproof fabric.

PARIS, June 20— An official state. 
ment issued Sunday says: “We have 
Identified ‘by prisoners taken twe 
fresh divisions on‘ our Verdun front.

Fresh attempts by the, Germans 
against the French positions north- 
east and: north-west of Verdun~ met 
with no suecess, says the French War 
OMice, and the Germans suffered 
heavy casualties in their attacks— 
delivered ‘against Le' Mort Homme 
and Thiaumont sectors.
